THE ARTICLE ON ELZETIONS ARD HIGHT OF 


SUPTRAGE. 

“Sec. 1. Inall elections, every white male citl- 
ven above the age of twenty-one years, having re- 
vided in the Siate one year next preceding any 
election, ehall be entitled to vote at each election; 
and every white male tnhabfitant of the age afore- 
said, who may be a resident of the State at the 
time of the adeption of thie Constitution, shall 
have the right of voting as aforesaid; bat no sach 
babitant ehall be entitled to vote, ex- 


actvatly reside at the time of euch election. 

Various amendments were offered to the 
above, among Others one that confers 
the elective franchise in a manger similar to 
the present Copatitation on its n in 
148. The further consideration of the section 
wes lnid ewer by general consent.
